Yesterday. before the Recorder of Dub- 
lin, Micnael Leo Cowman was charged with 
baving,- On February ó, 1922, while armed 
with a revolver, assaulted Mr. P. D. Boyle, 
and stolen £556 ils, 6d., the property of 
the Northern Banking Company, 


THE ROBBERY. 


Mr. Carrigan said that on the 3rd Feb 
ruary last two men went to the Northern 
Bank at Kingscourt; one of them, the pri- 
soner, was in the uniform of a National 
soldier, and had a revolver; the other, who 
was in civilian attire, had a bomb. They 
were not admitted to the Northern Bank 
so they went to the Hiber~ian Bank. There 
were some officials inside, and at the first 
knock the door was not opened.. They then 
put a ietter in the box, and it was addressed 
to the manager of the Northern. Bank. the 
manager opened the door, and was asked to 
read the letter. They said that they had 
come on a special mission as the authoriti2s 
were forewarned that a raid would te nade 
on the bank in a day or two. They then 
asked to be shown the ‘ie of the snk, so as 
to arrange for a proper guard on it. 

In reply to a question, the men vere in- 
formed that there was one revolver in the 
bank. It happened that one of the officials 
of the Northern Bank was on the street, 
and seeing the men go into the bank he went 
in also. He heard the men expressing their 
disappointment at the bank not being pro- 
perly guarded. The prisoner and the other 
man went with the official of the Northern 
jank to that building, and the prisoner 
asked to be shown through the bank. He 
went npstairs to arrange for a bedroom for 
a guard, and then came down and by request 
was shown the stroh¢e room. The two men 
then left and went to the Hibernian Bark. 
mot the revolver there, and returned to the 
Northern Bank. They again spoke about 
the guard. and asked to he shown the strong 
! The bank offcial. treet- 
ing them, opened the strong room, and the 
prisoner covered: the official with a revolver, 
and directed the other man to take the 
money, but to leave the coppers. The man 
then took £556 

Mr. Francis Ferrier, of the Hibernian 
Bank at Kingscourt, gave evidence in sup- 
port of counsel's statement. He identified 
the prisoner as one of the men, 

Cross-examined by the prisoner—Had you 
a revolver that day’? I had. 

Had you a permit? No. (Laughter). 

Mr. P. D. Boyle, cashier, Northern Bank, 
told of the visit of the prisoner and the other 
man, and of the arrangements which he had 
made for a guard. He asked to be shown 
the strong room, and when it was opened one 
of the men presented a revolver at the wit 
ness, while the other seized about £565, and 
they left the bank.

PRISONER’S STATEMENT. 


The prisoner, a very fluent speaker, 
addressed the jury, and said thai he had .- 
structions. from a certain organisation to ;o 
to the Northern Bank in Kingscourt and 
to take the notes, as there was a boycott 
against goods and bank notes coming from 
the North. He selected two of his men, who 
were “military pals’? of his own. He said 
that he did not want to be stuck for it, and 
was told by an officer of his organisation that 
it would be all right, that there would be a 
statement sent to the local police. He was 
told to follow the line of least recistance, and 
to get the money with the least possible 
annoyance, He went with another man to 
the Northern Bank, and walked up to the 
door and rang the bell for about fifteen 
minntes. Getting no reply, they proceeded 
to the Hibernian Bank and knocked. The 
manager came to the door and ‘said that he 
would not let them in. He (prisoner) said 
that he had a letter for the manager of the 
Northern Bank, but was told that he would 
not be let in. He then told the manager to 
read the letter, after which the manager said 
that it applied to the Northern Bank, and 
he did not see why they should come there 
The prisoner then said :—‘‘ Very

manager then let them in. -He saw the safe 
open, and said that that was a dangerous 
way to have it. He asked how much was ip 
the safe, and the manager said about £1,500.

They then went to the Northern Bank, and 
were admitted. His instructions were to 
take the notes from the strong room. | They 
were shown through the bank, left, and re 
turned, and he spoke to Mr. Boyle, whom he 
asked to open the door of the strong room, 
He apologised to Mr. Boyle, and it was in- 
correct to say that he covered him with a 
revolver; he just held it in such a position 
that Mr. Boyle could afterwards say he was 
compelled to open the door. .The seizure of 
the money was legitimate in pursuit of the 
boycott.

ihe Recorder said that this case was clear 
m the evidence of the prosecution and on 
the prisoner’s own statement. What did the 
prisoner do in the case? He pretended to 
protect two banks, and took away £560. It 
was an extremely ingenious form of common 
rob! cry. 

The jury found the prisoner guilty. 

THE SENTENCE. 

The: Recorder said that the prisoner had 
been found guilty of the gravest offence that 
a man could commit. In England a man who 
was found guilty of it would get the lash. By 
the courage and manliness of the juries of 
Dublin, some stoppage was being put to this 
class of work. He could not give the prisoner 
a lesser sentence than ten years’ penal serv: 
tude. When this country became what he 
might call civilised, and when things became 
normal, the Gevernor-General would, he had 
no doubt, have regard to the circumstance of 
the changed aspect of the country, and if re- 
presentation was made to him, would review 
the sentence; but until then order and 
security should be preserved.

£150 DAMAGES AGAINST CAR. 
OWNER. 


In the King’s Bench Division yesterday, 
before Mr. Justice Dodd and a city special 
jury, Eileen Flusk, an infant, by Ellen 
‘iusk, her next friend, of Cabra Park, 
Dublin, sought to recover, from Arthur H. 
Smith, £5,000 damages for personal injuries 
sustained, on the 22nd February last, on the 
public road near the junction of the North 
Circular road and Cabra road, Dublin, owing 
to having been knocked down by a motor 
car, the property of defendant. 

Mr. Serjeant Hanna, Mr. Patrick Lynch, 
K.C., and Mr.i/J. H. 8. Russell (instructed 
by Messrs. W. J. Shannon and © .) appeared 
for plaintiff; and Mr. Timothy Sullivan, 
K.C.; Mr. Swayne, K.C., and . r. A. C. 
Newett (instructed by Messrs. Milward 
Jones, Maguire and Sharp) wre for defen- 
dant. 

The evidence for the plaintiff was to the 
effect that the car went right over the child, 
whose face was swollen and bruised, ‘he 
upper lip was torn in part, a number of 
teeth were knocked out, and a wound was 
inflicted upon the side of the head. Sub- 
secuently an abscess formed between the 
scalp and the skull, which necessitated two 
operations. The plaintiff's mouth was per- 
manently deformed and disfigured. 

The defendant, in his defence, denied the 
alleced negligence, and pleaded that the 
damage, if any, arose solely from the negli- 
gen“e ot the plaintiff. There was no contri- 
butory negligence on his part. He was 
travelling at 12 miles an hour, and the plain- 
tiff ran across the road and was under the 
car before he had time to apply the brake. 

he jury foend a verdict for the plaintiff, 
with £150 damages.

DAMAGES AWARDED. 

Yesterday, before Mr. Justice Pim and a 
city common jury, a case was heard in which 
Mrs. Elizabeth Sandes, of MRoscrea, sued 
Patrick J. Hall, of the same town, for injuries 
sustained through being thrown through the 
wind-screen of the defendant’s motor car, 
which she had hired for the purpose of driving 
to a train at Ballybrophy on the Ist June, 
1921. 

It appeared that Mrs. Sandes was going 
from Roscrea to Ballybrophy in a Ford car 
driven by the defendant, when the car sud- 
denly swerved and threw her through the 
wind-screen and six feet in front of it. Her 
face was severely cut, her nose injured, and 
she sustained other injuries, for which she 
claimed damages.

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NTUORIM INJUNCTION GRANTED. 


In the Chancery Division, before Mr. Justice 
Powell, in the case of Alexander Millar v. 
Mary Anne McCabe. Angeline Josephine 
Davis, and Anne McCabe, an erparte applica- 
tion was made on behalf of the plaintiff for 
an interim injunction restraining the defend- 
ants, Mra. McCabe and her two daughters, 
from entering on or trespassing on or other- 
wise injuring or damaging the plaintiff's 
premises at Cavan road, Cootehill, Co. Cavan. 
The plaintiff resides at Ballybay, Co. 
Monaghan, and the defendants at Bridge 
street. Cootehill, Co. Cavan. 

Mr. James Geoghegan (instructed by Messrs. 
Boyle and Hearty), who made the application 
en behalf of the plaintiff, stated that the de- 
fendants had taken forcible possession of the 
vacant portion of the premises, as set out in 
the plaintiff's affidavit, in which he said that 
he held the premises under a lease of lst June, 
1893, for a term of 10,000 years from Ist May, 
1893, having purchased’ them from Henry 
Albert Joynt Shera for £460. 

In November last the plaintiff put the whole 
premises up for sale by public auction in the 
courthouse, Cootehill, kad after the auctioneer 
(Mr. L. D. Gray) bad asked for bids, the de- 
fendant, Agnes McCabe, objected to the sale 
on behalf if the defendant, Mary Anne 
McCabe, her 
had been “ grabbed’’ by plaintiff's predecessor 
in title, and that they belonged to her mother, 
and that all lands were being given by the 
Government to the rightful owners, and that 
house property was the-same. A scene was 
created, and by reason of the defendant’s con- 
duct and the conduct of a number of sunp- 
porters who were there on her behalf to 
forcibly prevent the sale, the auctioneer was 


unable to continue the auction, and the sale 


had to be abandoned. 

The plaintiff further stated that on the 4th 
December last he sold the premse: privately 
in trust for £950 to Mr. G. V. Moloney, 
solicitor, the agreement providing that the 
sale should be closed and handed 
over to the purchaser on 15th Necember. On 
December 20th the defendant, Angeline 
Josephine Davis, called at his residence at 
Ballybay, and threatened him, saying: “ Well, 
70d help the man that goes into that house; 
you should have seen that you had a proper 
title when you took over that property,’’ and 
demanding the deeds of the property. On 
29th December he received a postcard with 
reference to the premises. i 

He also stated that the interference of the 
defendants was causing him great damace. as 

e was unable to give vacant possession of the 
premises to the purchaser, and the defendants 
were putting him to great annovance, ex- 
pense, and inconvenience The premises were 
in immediate danger of destruction by reason 
of the acts and conduct of the- defendants, 
who had no right or claim whatever to the 
nremises, anid were forcibly endeavouring to 
devrive them of his property. 

Mr. Justice Powell granted an interim in- 
junction for three weeks. the plaintiff under- 
taking to serve notice of motion for a per- 
manent injunction within that time. 


A FURNISHED HOUSE. 
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ACTION FOR OVERHOLDING. 

In the King’s Bench Division, before Mr. 
Justice Samuels, yesterday, in the case of 
Agnew vy. Poskitt, an application was made 
on behalf of the plaintiff, Charles S. Agnew, 
74 Cliftonville road, Belfast, for final judg- 
ment for possess: n of the house and premises, 
12 Villiers road. Rathgar, Co. Dublin, for 
overholding. 

The plaintiff's couse was that the house and 
premises, together with the furniture therein, 
were, by agreement dated 9:h June last, let 
to the defendan. for three months from lst 
May, at the rent of £36. The term was 
subsequently extended by mutual agreement 
till the 9th November last. on which date 
the defendant’s tenancy expired. An appear- 
ance had beer entered by the defendant on 
16th December, which the plaintiff believed 
was solely for the purpose of delay. 

The defendant sated that he took over the 
tenancy of tre house for three months from 
the date mentioned at a rent of £12 per 
month. On the termination of the period 
covered by the agreement he rented the house 
for the month of August for £12; On 28th 
August the plaintiff offered him, and he 
accepted, an extension of tenancy at the rate 
of £10 per month. He had not undertaken 
to vacate the house on any specific date sub. 
sequent to dist August, and there was no 
agreement between them under which his 
tenancy expired on 9th November, He had 
not been given notice to quit. 

In support of the application for final judg- 
ment it was stated that, as the head land. 
lord was entit'ed to possession of the pre- 
mises on 15th November, the plaintiff wished 
to have his furniture removed before that 
date to Belfast, where he was going to reside, 
and, owing to his not having his furniture, 
he had to take a furnished house in Belfast 
at £13 per month. 

Mr. Justice Samuels said that there was no 
defence to the action, and granted the apph- 
eation for judgment for possession, with a 
stay of execution for a fortnight, it having 
been intimated that an arrangement might be 
come to between the parties. 

In an apovlication by the plaintiff against 
the defendant for judgment for £36 rent, Mr. 
Justice Samuels said that he would not give 
final judgment now, but allow it to stand 
over.

A FARMER'S INCOME TAX. 
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AGUNT’S COMMISSION ALLOWED. 


The hearing concluded, before Mr. Justice 
Pim and a city special jury, of an action 'n 
which Daniel Oc. Cussen avd Henry M. 
Murphy, trading as Cussen and Murphy, 
accountants, Great Brunswick street, Dublin, 
sued Michael Clarke, farmer, Ashbourne, Co. 
Meath, to recover £95 9s. for work done from 
Apri!, 1919, to April, 1922, in adjusting ana 
settling a claim of the Inland Revenue 
authorities against the defendant for five 
year; avrears of income tax from 1917. 

The plaintiffs’ case was that, the matter 
having been placed in their hands, they 
succeeded in having a demand by the Inland 
Kevenue authorities for £1, for arrears ot 
income tax reduced to £270. Their claim 
was for 10 per cent. on the ame: + saved for 
the defendart, riz., £954. 

The defendant, in his defence, stated that 
he had never contracted for this remunera- 
tion, and that the amount claimed was 
exorbitant. 

After hearing counsel for the defence, Mr. 
Justice Pim, in addressing the jury, reviewed 
the whole case. His lordship’s comments iu 
regard to the work done by the plaintiff firm 
were very complimentary. He stated that 
Mr. Murphy, of the plaintiff firm, had done 
what he described as a good day’s work, 
which should be well paid for.

A FORGED CHEQUE.

DUBLIN POSTMAN 
CONVICTED. 

Thomas Christopher Maher, a postman, was 
charged before the Recorder of Dublin yester- 
day with having forged the name of Matthew 
Farrelly to a cheque for £16 6s. ód., which he 
cashed, and on a second.seunt he was charg ad 
with intention to defraud. j 

Mr. Carrigan, K.C., said that the prisoner 
was a postman since February, 1919, and on 
December 27 he went on his rounds in the 
Cabra district, which usually occupied two 
hours. On this occasion he fell into tempta- 
tion and took from the letters which it was his 
dutv to deliver a letter which contained a 
cheque despatched from Glasgow addressed to 
Matthew Farrelly, of Cabra road. The cheque 
was issued hy cattle salesmen named Watson 
and Batchelor, Ltd. That cheque never 
reached Mr. Farrelly. After 9 o'clock p.m. 
Maher turned up at the Post Office and made 
a complaint that on Cabra road four men had 
stopped him. Two of them, he said, were 
armed with revolvers, and they took tour 
bundles of letters from him. They put some 
of them back into the pillar box, and then 
marched him along Cabra road, St. Peters 
road. North Circular road, and down to 
Leech’s public-house in Lower Dorset street. 
At that point they gave him the cheque and 
directed him to go into the public-house, en- 
dorse it with Farrelly’s name and cash it. In 
fear and trembling he obeyed their order and 
endorsed the cheque and cashed it. 

He came out and handed them the £16, and 
the leader of the party gave him £2 out of the 
spoil for the trouble to which they had sub- 
jected him, and then discharged him. He went 
home, pulled himself together, and went down 
to report the robbery. He was toid to go to 
Mountjoy Police Station and report the matter, 
and he went there. The “G” Division in- 
vestigated the matter, and they were able t 
tell the prisoner that bis siaterment was 
entirely untrue, an entire fabrication, and 
they arrested him. 


THE EVIDENCE, 

Station Sergeant Thomas McKeown, Mount- 
joy Police Station, stated that the prisoner 
reported to him that while delivering letters 
at Phibsborough he was “‘held up’’ by four 
men, who took four bundles of fetter: from 

They then took him to Leech’s public- 
house. Lower Dorset street, vic the North 
Cirenlar road; gave him a cheque for £16 
6s. 3d., which was supposed to have been 
taken from one of the letters, and told him 
to go into Leech’s public-house, present the 
cheque and get it cashed. The witness then 
went to Mr. Leech’s shop and got the cheque. 

Detective Officer, T. Whelan, D.M.P., 
stated that ho called to the prisoners house 
next day and saw Maher, who made a state- 
ment similar to that which he made to the 
Mountjoy police. About an hour later witness 
arrested him. On the following day at the 
Bridewell the prisoner said: “Yes, [ was 
‘held up’ all right; I did not steal the letter.” 

To Mr. Gleeson (who defended)—He be- 
lieved that the prisoner handed the £2 which 
he got to the police. 

Mr. Kennedy, assistant at Mr. Leech’s 
public-house, said that the prisoner came in 
and asked for a glass of porter and handed 
him the cheque, which the witness gave to 
Mr. Leech. 

Mr. Leech said that he asked the accused 
was he Matt Farrelly, and he replied that he 
was. He asked him what the cheque was for, 
and the prisoner said that tt was a “‘ divide” 
that he got at Christmas from an uncle of his 
at Drumcondra road. The prisoner signed the

tee and witness gave him the money.

atthew Farrelly, cattle dealer, stated that 
the cheque was remitted to him by the Glas- 
ow firm on 26th December. He never got it. 
He gave Maher no authority to cash the 
cheque. 
Mr. Gleeson submitted that the forgery was 
committed under the coercion of four men 
who got the prisoner to do it. 


“ A VERY BAD CASE.” 


The jury found the prisoner guilty and com- 
mented adversely on the cashing of a cheque 
which wag, marked ‘‘ Not negotiable.” 

The Recorder said that he entirely agreed 
with the jury. He asked why Mr. Leech 
cashed the cheque. 

Mr. Leech replied that he did so owing to 
the statement made by the prisoner, who was 
in uniform. 

The Recorder said that it was extremely 
serious for publicans to cash cheques, espe- 
cially when they were marked ' Not negoti- 
able.” It was a very bad case, and he would 
take into account the prisoner’s skill and 
genius in inventing the story when he was 
passing sentence on him. 

The prisoner was put back.

The American Debt. 


The news that the British and United 
Siates Governments have failed to find a 
solution of the war-debt problem will cause 
much disappointment on both sidea of 
the Atlantic. As write, details are 
lacking ; but, apparently, .he negotiations 
have failed on the question of interest.

RUSSIA MENACES POLAND 


AND RUMANIA 
IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE.

BERLIN, Tuesday. 

I learn from an authoritative source that 
the Russians have been moving troops to the 
Polish border: while as the trouble in 
Transylvania beiween Rumania and Hungary 
looms up they are diverting a few detach- 
ments to Bessarabia to be ready to invade 
Rumania on the slightest notice. 

Warsaw is already becoming panicky. From 
Kattowitz comes reports that the younger 
classes of Poles have received their mobiliga- 
tion orders. Furthermore, Warsaw reports 
that General Pilsudski has gone to Brest- 
uitovek for a military review. 

Diplomatic circles declare that, in case of 
war, General Pilsudski, who has an actual 
power now amounting to a dictatorship, will 
assume the authority in mame as well as in 
fact. 

Trotsky is now reviewing troops on tho 
Polish front. according to reliable Russian 
sources. Arrivals from Moscow to-day report 
that numerous trainloads of troops have left 
Moscow for. the Polish border. Several tanks 
were seen among their equipment. 

RUSSIA'S VAST MAN-POWER. 

The Russian Army to-day, although officially 
800,.000.is known to total at least a muin, while 
the system of reserves brings the posal ble 
number tor auick mobiltwation up to five 
millions. This army, though having excellent 
persona] equipment, lacks artillery and the 
heavy transport machinery necessary for a big 
offensive against fortified positions. 

Moscow arrivale mention that the failure 
of Russian efiorta to afrive at a disarmament 
agreement with Poland and Rumania during 
the Conference there in December was 
tullowed by activity by reconnaissance bands 
along the entire Russian front.

COMPREHENSIVE VIEW. 
COUNTRY’S ECONOMIC AND 
SOCIAL POLICY. 


Mr. T. P. Gill, Secretary of the Depart- 
ment of Agricalture and Technical Inztruc- 
tion, gave evidence in the morning. 

‘In preparing the plan of the Department's 
evidence for the Commission,” seid Mr. Gill, 
‘my aim was to present a comprehensive 
view of the problem comprised in the terms 
of reference esed upon a co-ordinated series 
of more detailed statements dealing with the 
main branches of the problem.”’ 

He had careiuliy sought, he said, to co- 
ordinate the work of his colleagues, so as to 
avoid unnecessary overlapping. The subject 
waa a vast, multifarious and complex one; it 
boiled down, indeed, to nothing less than the 
whole economic and social policy of Ireland, 
and the means for determining and ior ad- 
vancing it. 

He took the liberty of saving that he wel 
comed that inquiry, and congratulated the 
Government on having instituted it before de- 
ciding on their agriculiural policy. : 

“To ‘take stock of our agricultnral post- 
tion, continued Mr. Gill, is an obvious neces- 
sity at the present juncture in Ireland, and 
would have to be done even if there had 
been: no profound constitutional change. The 
universel war has shaken and broken the 
economic fabric of the world, and this being 
ai era of interdependence, Irish agriculture 
is closely affected. 

“The purchasing power of our chief 
market has Yorne Gown, the cost of farming 
requisifes and labour has not gone down i 
proportion, a new competitor has broken a 
way into the favoured market against our 
live stock, new competitors in dairy pro- 
duce begin to face us from other quarter. 
On the top of this we have our own unfor- 
tunate conditions at home, when things vital 
to modern agriculture, such as transport, credit, 
and social stability are itmperilled Agri- 
culture is the most sensitive of al]. industnes 
to depressing influences, and the hardest to 
revive once it is let down 

“The report of a stock-taking inquiry 
made by the Department in June has just 
been published. It shows that there is this 
vear in Ireland a decrease in the tillage area 
of 67,000 acres The decline since 1918 
amounts to 796,000 acres; in oats alone, our 
main cereal crop, a decline of 366,000 acres. 
The number of our catile has zone down this 
year by over 40,000. These facte are ac- 
companied by qualifications, but the ten- 
dency. they indicate is clear enough. 

é When we think what the use of the land 
means to any country in modern times, and 
when we think that in an agricultural 
country the whole economic, social, and even 
moral structure is dependent on it, it wil 
be seen that the new rulers of Ireland have 
wood reason to ask us to orient ourselves 
efresh upon all this matter. 


TRANSITORY. 


“Now I think it will make for clearness and 
soundness in our method of study if we re- 
gard the present abnormal state of affairs in 
Ireland itseli—I mean the destruction and 
bloodshed —as ine" itabl; transiwry. t 
cannot go on, it must stop soon; if it did 
not there would be no use mm our being here 
at all. So I think we had better put this 
factor aside, and regard the problem apart 
from it.” 

He would like very clearly to emphasise 
the fact. and would ask the Commission to 
bear it in mind throughout their inquiry that 
that past and still existing policy, the policy 
especially of thé last twenty-three years, had 
been a paving policy; had been, in fact, the 
paying policy for Irish agriculture. After 
all, an agricultural policy. to be regarded as 
successful, must pay and pay at the moment. 
Snecessfnl farming was 2 business proposi- 
tion in the long run. 

They would not reasonably go to a farmer 
and ask him to drop a particular line, say, 
store cattle. and goin more fora different line, 
Sav, dairy cattle. if, from whatever cause, 
the stores were distinctiy paying him better 
at the moment. The farmer was 2 human 
being like everybody else, and if thev forgot 
the human side in a thing like this. even 
in a matter involving his own ultimate benefit 
and that of the country, they “‘ missed fire,” 

If they did not bring the farmer with them 
their policy would not work. They must 
bring the farmer along with them. They 
could not succeed by attempting to drive him; 
they might break him, but they would break 
agriculture in doing so—as Russia had found. 

The ideal would be when the polic~ best 
for the country as a whole was demonstrably 
profitable to the individual farmer; the next 
best, and perhaps eveen ahead of it in mere 
practical efficacy, was when they found a 
tendency in being which was immediately 
profitable to the farmer, and whea they could 
adapt and develop and transform it into an 
element for a policy which was of national 
advantage. : 

That, to a large extent, was what had 
been happening in Ireland to their agricul- 
tural policy during the last twenty-three 
years. 


A NATURAL POLICY, 


In a country of small holdings—over 80 
per cent. of the holdings were under 50 acres 
—with a mild climate in which stock could 
be reared without expensive hovsing in the 
open most of the year, a policy of mixed 
farming and dairying for the production of 
butter, bacon, eggs, store cattle. and borses, 
for all of which a great all-the-year-round 
market existed at its doors, was & natural 
policy; and into that the development of a 
live cattle industry, graded up to the hichest 
point of quality and scale, could be made to 
fit with general benefit. 

To the whole scheme was applied a process 
of scientific improvement, mainly by the 
methods. of instruction, education, adminis- 
tration, and organisation which they woald 
hear described. Such was the policy? 

He wished it to be realised, and borne in 
mind, that that policy, by every test, wheth.r 
from the point of view of national interests

Some attempts are being made informally 
to stimulate the pace of this lamentably 
lagging Confernece, the Americans, in par- 
ticular, endeavouring to impress on the Turks 
that the Washington Government cannot 
tolerate their quite recalcitrant attitude re- 
garding capitulations. 
An advance has been made to-day towards 
the formulation of detailed plans for the 
return of civil hostages and prisoners of war 
by the Turks and Greeks. An agreement 
on this matter is to be concluded outside the 
main Treaty, and will be signed as soon as 
the exchange of population plans are 
sufficiently developed to be included as well, 

Immediately on its signature, the Turks are 
to return civil hostages. Then the return of 
prisoners begin. It is now decided that the 
hrst. ship shall take Turke home from Greece, 
and then bring back Greeks from Anatolia. 
When 10,000 Greeks and 10,000 Turks have 
heen restored the 20,000 still remaining in 
Turkish hands will stay where they are till 
complete peace is signed. : 

The Sub-Commission this afternoon reached 
agreement, on certain minor points regarding 
the larger question of the poll om oi popula- 
tions. The Turks, however, declined to ac- 
cept the Allies’ definition of the population to 
be exchanged, desiring to expel ail Hellenic 
subjects, not merely all orthodox Turkish 
subjects.

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THE WAR DEBT, 
A CASE FOR COMPROMISE 


“THE TIMES” OF TO-DAY SAYS — 


The discussions which are proceeding at 
Washington for funding ‘the British war debt 
to America reached a critical stage yesterday. 
A difference of view, maihily as to the rate of 
interest, .arose last week between fhe 
American and the British Missions, and the 
meetings were suspended for a day in.order 
to enable Mr. Baldwin to communicate with 
his colleagues in Dowfiing street. The rate 
of interest is, of course, a very important 
guestion, and it would be foolish, therefore, 
to predict that a settlement will actually be 
reached before the departure of the British 
delegates, which is arranged for next Satur- 
day. dhe British Government’s view is that 
the rate of interest should not exceed 3 per 
cent. on a loan having fifty or sixty 
years to run, while the Americans suggested 
thet the rate should be 3) per cent. The 
matter is, therefore, obviously a case for com- 
promise. 

At the end of last week the American Debt 
Commission offered a settlement which was 
a compromise between these opposing viewa. 
They agreed to accept 3 per cent. for the first 
ten years, after which the rate would be 
óy per cent., with an additional half per 
cent. as sinking innd for the whole period oí 
the loan. These terms represent such a 
marked advance on the original, terms laid 
down by Congress that they cannot be lightly 
rejected. Compared with the rate at which 
money was originally borrowed from the 
United States, the rate now asked for seems 
moderate and businesslike. li a definite 
settlement on these terms were put before 
Congress, we believe that body would ratify 
it 


A friendly settlement here and now is worth 
more than a quarter of one per cert. either 
way. We are hopefu!, therefore, that Mr. 
Baldwin's mission will yet be able to arrange 
a settlement before he sails for home.

RUHR INTERVENTION, 


THORNY PROBLEM FOR 
LEAGUE OF NATIONS.

GENEVA, Tuesday. 

Labour parties in one country after another 
are demanding that. the League of Nations 
should take action regarding the Reparations 
crisis, and at least two neutral countries are 
known to have under serious consideration the 
wend of raising the situation before the 

onneil, which meets next week. 

While there is every reason to believe that 
France would resent League action at this 
juncture, most sober observers believe that she 
will soon find herself in such difficulties as to 
welcome any intervention which will make 
her extrication easier. 

M. Jouhaux and Mr. Oudegeest, represent- 
ing the Second International, who have now 
left Geneva for Amsterdam, hold the general 
view that, while Communists everywhere are 
clamouring for a general strike, the only 
eflective alternative to such an expedient— 
which the Second International does not 
iavour—is League action; but they fully & 
ireciate the dangers of precipitate action 
ace of French opposition. 

There are many reasons for believing that 
France is in a highly nervous state politically. 
Even the routine business on the agenda for 
next week's League Council contains many 
items, such as the proposed removal of the 
French troops from the Saar, the treatment 
of German minorities in Poland, and certain 
questions regarding Danzig, on which France's 
declaration of policy must be awaited with 
some anxiety. 

And if France got athwart the Leagne over 
reparations there are several other European 
States who, for one reason or another, would 
teke their stand with her. The League, in- 
deed, has a far more critical problem before 
it than is fully realised. 

I think it is certain there will be a genere! 
discuesion on the situation at the Council. 
Even apart from Article XI. of the Covenant, 
the resolution of the last assembly instructing 
the Council to devote constant attention to 
the reparation question, not only permits, but 
virtually necessitates. 

Whether the Counci? will hold that, imme- 
diate intervention is poasible is very doubtful, 
but it can, at least, make provision for con- 
sidered action the moment a propitious sneca- 
sion seems to offer, and it might pnt in hand 
the elaboration of some definite plan of setile-

HEAVY SENTENCE IN

PRISONER TO GET THE 
“CAT,”

A young man named James Smith wae tried 
at the Northern Assizes, Belfast, yesterday, 
for having in his possession two bombs, 
eleven rounds of ammunition, and two 
detonators on 25th June last. 

Police witnesses said that they visited the 
house of the prisoner's mother at Laurence- 
town, and found buried on the «boundary, 
just outside the garden, a box, which, on 
cing opened, was found to contain two live 
bombs, rifle and revolver ammunition, two 
detonators, and a quantity of literature. 
The latter included a roll of tho 3rd Bat. 
talion, 2nd Brigade, Northern Division, 
LB.A., and showed a Captain Smith to 
be in command. There was also a map of 
the town of Banbridge, with the police 
berracks and the residence of the head 
constable marked thereon; a map of Cilford, 
showing the police barracks, the post office, 
and a number of re he copies of the 
official organ of the I.R.A., instructions in 
scouting, and a copy of ‘‘ Duties of a 
Company Commander.” At the barracks 
prisoner saw the box, and said :—'' The stuif 
is mine.” In the house the police discovered 
the butt of a double-barrelled breech: 
loader, and in. the garden they dug ap the 
barrel of an Italian rifle. 

Accused, who refused to r sé’ the 
Court, was found guilty. He was put back 
for medical examination. 

Later his lordship ordered the prisoner to 
receive fifteen lashes with the “cat,” and to 
undergo a term of four years’ penal servi- 
tude. 

An old man named Danie! Hillen, of Con- 
lisnavarro, near Rathfriland, was charged 
with being in possession of two \Veble 
revolvers, a bomb, and other articles, whic 
were found in a box in a potato field on 
his farm, ‘There were also rifle slings, bando- 
liers, a notebook containing entries dealing 
with parades and giving the names of «flicers 
of companies, receipts and records of the 
issue of arms and ammunition to certain indt 
viduals, and certain publications; also two 
wallets. In one of the latter was correspon- 
dence addressed from Beggars’ Bush Barracks, 
dated ist March, 1922, and in the other a 
book which contained entries similar to 
entries in another book found in 
accused's house. 

For the defence, Mrs. Hillen said that. her 
husband was 59 years of age. He had been 
a Nationa] School teacher for 55 yeara, re- 
tiring five years ago owing to ill-health. 
They had two sons, Emile, who was over 30 
years of age, and Joseph, aged about 20. 
Emile was in the Free State Army, and 
Joseph was working in the Free State. Emile 
left cána on 28th May, and Joseph i. June. 
The book found in the house by the police, 
and which had been produced, belonged to 
Emile, and he used it when attending the 
agricultural classes in Banbridge. Accused 
was not a strong man, and never had been 
able te do manual work on the farm, The 
place where the box was found could not be 
seen from the house. Some years ago Emule 
bought a saddle in Newry. Attached to the 
saddle were some straps which he took off 
and placed aside as being of no use. 

Aceused gave evidence denying knowledge 
of the box or, its contents. 

He was found not guilty, and discharged.

CORK DOCK STRIKE.

INDUSTRY SERIOUSLY 
THREATENED. 


Our Cork Correspondent writes that a very 
serious deadlock in the trade. of Cork has 
been brought about by the dockers’ strike, 
which was unexpectedly started on Monday, 
and continved yesterday. Exports and im- 
ports have been tied up, with results most 
detrimental to business generally. Already 
the effects produced by the strike are begin- 
ning to make themselves felt in various direc- 
tions. Coal supplies, which are so essential 
to the life of manufacturing industries, aie 
not easily procurable, and, should the dead- 
lock last for any time, the supplies of coal 
on hands will become very attenuated. 

Though there are no grain boats at present 

in Cork port, there are cargoes on the way, 
and the natural consequence must be that 
those vessels will be diverted to other centres. 
It is also stated that & similar course will 
be adopted in the case of coal vessels due to 
arrive in Cork. These are but two of many 
instances that might be cited illustrative of 
the seriousness of the withdrawal of labour. 
_ Occurring, as it does, at a time when most 
industries are at a low ebb, the strike cannot 
be regarded otherwise than as a national loss 
of the gravest character. 

The I of Cork Steam Packet Company's 
steamer Classic, which arrived on Sunday 
from ES, i. was unable to discharge her 
cargo on Monday, and intended to leave on 
Monday evening. with passengers. Long be- 
fore the time appointed for her departure the 
intention oí the strikers, who thronged that 
part of the quay where the vessel was berthed, 
was obvious. Pickets were posted at the 
hawsera holding the steamer, and no person 
was permitted to release the ropes. It is 
stated that the crew of the Classic were also 
intimidated into refusing to sail her.

GIRLS COMMIT SUICIDE. 


A tragic occurrence is reported from High 
Moor, near Sheffield. Two girls named Mary 
Wilks (15) and Ada Stone (16) left Wilke’s 
home on Sunday night, saying that they were 
going for a walk and would not be late. As 
they did not return, their fathers and friends 
commenced to search for them. At midnight 
their clothing was found on the bank of a dee 
pe . The various articles were neatly folded, 
hair ribbons and hair slides having been placed 
in the pockets of the girls’ coats.

“ Under the Land Bill of 1920,' continued 
Mr. O'Connor, “ it: was. proposed to give a 
bonne to landlords acco to the .umber 
of years’ purchase, varying from 18 per cent. 
if the sale were at 14) years purchase ; ‘0 p.c. 
if the sale were at 16 years urchase, and ro 
bonus if the sale were at 18 years’ purchase 
or over. I propose that those bonuses heuld 
be. considerably increased, and that there 
should be a meeting of the landlords and 
tenants, to take into account the deplorable 
state of agriculture in Ireland and to $x a 
fair price. 

“ According to the demands which the tenants 
are making for temporary abatements they 
would expect, under the new Land Purchase 
Bill, a reduction of 8s. or 10s. in the £, and 
thet would be equivalent to about 10 or 12 
years’ purchase, whilst the landlords ‘ould 
probably expect about 18 or 20 Sg pur- 
chase, eo that the difference would have to 
be bridged over by a bonus which, I suggest, 
should be given by the British Government as 
a gift.” 

Mr. O’Connor summarises his proposal 
under five heads :—({1) That the bill be, as it 
is, compulsory. (2) at it should start on 
an appointed day. (3) That from that, day 
the tenant shonld become the owner of his 
holding, and the bonds should be lodged to 
the credit of the landlord in the safes of the 
landlord and handed over to him as soon as 
he ‘proved his title.

ACCIDENT ON A RAILWAY 


YOUTH KILLED AT 
LANSDOWNE ROAD. 


We regret to report that yesterday morn- 
ing the body of Mr. Walter Brown, 
aged 22, of 10 Lansdowne terrace, Shel- 
bourne road, Dublin, was found on the 
down line of the Dublin and South-Eastern 
Railway, near Lahsdowne road Station. It 
was apparent that the body had been there 
for a considerable time. The head was 
badly injured. How the young man met his 
death there is nothing to indicate, but it is 
assumed that he was struck by @ passing 
train. 

An inquest will be held at the Royal City 
of Dublin Hospital, where the remains were 
taken by the Pembroke Fire Brigade 
ambulance.

What appears to have been & carefully 
planned raid was made on Sunday night by 
armed men on nearly all stations on the West 
and South Clare Railway stations, At Corofin 
all books and tickets were burned, together 
with two wagons lying at the station. An 
attempt was also made to burn the signal 
cabin. 

The station at Lahinch and the offices and 
residence of the stationmaster was burned to 
the ground. At Miltown-Maibay the offices 
were burned, and the stationmaster’s premises 
were being set alight when, hearing the noise, 
an official—Mr. O’Dwyer—rushed out and ex- 
tinguished the flames. The signal box was 
burned. At Quilty an attempt was made to 
burn the atation, and the stationmaster’s 
father, Mr. Fitton, collapsed from shock, and 
died.

Railway lines were lately torn up in three 
places between Tipperary and Bansha, and 
also between Cahir and Clonmel, and Cion- 
mel and Waterford. The line between Tip- 
perary and Cahir has been repaired, and it is 
expected that the line to Waterford will be 
in order on Wednesday. Owing to the block- 
ing of the line by a damaged engine there is 
only one line working between Limerick 
Junction and Charleville. Telegraphie com- 
munication also is interrupted in many parts 
of the South owing to the cutting of wires 
and poles. 

At Ardsollus Station, on the Limerick and 
Ennis line. on Saturday night, says our 
Limerick Correspondent, the signal post was 
cut down and thrown across the line, and 
forty vards of rails and sleepers were torn up. 
Telephone poles and wires were cut, and a 
wagon burned. ‘I'he train from Limerick on 
Mondav morning could only proceed as far as 
Ballycar. 

On Monday two mines were discovered 
under a railway bridge near Cloughjordan, 
Co. Tipperary, Railway Station. The mili- 
tarv from Nenagh removed them. The signal 
cabin at the same station was burned to the 
ground. 

The drapery shop of Mr. James Armitage, 
Cloughjordan, was raided hy armed men, who 
took a large quantity of goods. 

Nenagh soldiera surprised a party of nine 
men late at aight cutting down trees for the 
purpose of blocking the roads at Ballina- 
clough, three miles from Nenagh. They 
arrested them, and took them to the military 
barracks.

COMMISSION.

The Canals and Waterways Commission, 
which was appointed to inquire into the 
utilisation of Irish waterways, resumed its 
sittings in the Engineers’ Ha‘l, Dawson street, 
Dublin, yesterday morning. The Commission 
had undergone a change in personnel since it 
Greet met, and the members yesterday were— 
Messrs. Robert N. Tweedy - (Chairman), 
vrilliam Davin, Patrick Leonard, Patrick H. 
MacCarthy, and John O’Moynan.

The terms of reference to the Commission 
are to inquire into and report op the utilisa- 
tion of the inland waterways for purposes of 
transport, with parti ular regard to :— i 

(1) The service rendered to the community 
ath present. i . ; 

(2) Conditions and rates oi employment 1n- 
cidental to upkeep and operation. 

(3) Measures necessary to secure maximum 
utility, having due regard to (a) sound national 
economy; {(b) the relation of waterways to 
other means of transport ; and (c) their func- 
tions in respect of drainage, fisheries, and 
power. 


CHAIRMAN’S STATEMENT. 


The Chairman pointed out that the terms 
of the present reference had been enlarged 
considerably, and included the utility of the

whole of the waterways so far as the Commus- 


sion was able to deal with them, and the Com~) 


mission was not confined to what was more or 
less a wages question.

Phillips, genéral manager of the 
Company, giving evidence, 
said that the Grand Canal, in which was 
included the River Barrow, from Athy to 
St. Mullins, was the largest waterway in the 
United Kingdom. The main line extended 
from Ringsend Docks, Dublin, to 
sloe, with branches, .Lowtown to Athy; 
Monastereven. to Mountmellick;: Sallins to 
Corbally; Ballycommon to Kilbeggan and 
Edenderry branches, and there were supply 
ernals from Blackwood and Milltown, 
making, with 43 miles of the river Barrow, 
Athy to St, Mullins, a total of 208, miles. 
The Company also traded over the Shannon 
Navigation, the property of the Government, 
between Carrick-on-Shannon and Limerick, 
123 miles. and a total portion of the river 
Rarrow, between St. Mullins and Waterford, 
10 miles. making 3614 miles, 349 of which 
\ by the Compony’s boats. 
nal I 5 ; were serv ed. 
accommodate boats 61 feet 
and 13 feet in width. On tha 
1a! were 87 locks, 129 bridges, and six 
aqueducts. One aqueduct at Sallins carried 
the canal over the Liffey. 

The originators of the proposal to make a 
through the great Bog of Allen, 
extending over the central plain of Ireland, 
undertook a task for which there was no pre- 
ecdent.

Witness—The embankments that were 
built were much hicher than were to be 
fonnd elsewhere. As an example of the 
difficulties, L. may say that after this em- 
bankment was made at Edenderry, as soon 
ae the water was let in, the whole thing

We cannot make any 
use of them, but [ have a very 
opinion on the utilisation of bors. The Grand 
Canal runs through a very large extent of bog 
anc [ consider the utilisation of bogs may 
have a great deal to do in the future 
with this class of waterway. When we think 
of it, there are so many millions of tons of 
peat lying there absolutely useless, but when 
inventors come along and are able to invent 
cutting machinery on a commercial basis to 
make peat fuel, and also by means of labour- 
saving machinery, the prosperity of the canal 
may be greater. 


THE COMPANY'S DOCKS, 

The witness stated that the floating and 
graving docks at Ringsend were the vroperty 
of the company. The area of the floating 
dock was 244 acres, and the « uayage was 
5,500 feet lineal. There were two locks for 
sea-going vessels, the largest kc " accommo- 
dating vessels 148 feet in length. The dues 
on ships entering the dock were 6d. per 
registered ton, and 2d. per ton on goods 
landed or loaded. In the year 1921 cargoes 
amounting to 163,468 tons were loaded and 
landed. ‘he cost of construction and interest 
on loans while the canal was unproductive, 
between 1756 and 1806, at which date the 
junctions with the Shannon and the B-rrow 
had been completed, was £2,145.426. The 
financial position in 1848 made it necessary 
for the company to reduce the capital to 
£665,938. 

Chairman—What is 
future ? 

The witness said that if the country was 
going to settle down, apd if trade was going 
to increase, it would ' @ question for the 
company to consider whether they would 
build more boats, and whether they would 
be motor-driven or horse-drawn. He thought 
it was possible that they would do away with 
the horse in view of the 1] vitations of the 
horse in drawing a barge. The company’s 
engineers were experimenting at present, and 
by the time that the country settled down 
and there was an increase of trade, the 
company would have some views on the point. 
He thought it possible that they might in- 
crease the capacity of the boats. That was 
what the engineers were working on at 
present. 


THE WAGES PROBLEM. 


Witness continued his evidence after 
luncheon, and said that if thev were to go 
back to pre-war rates, they would also have 
to go back to pre-war w ages and the pre-war 
cost of materials.

ihe Minister for Finance whether he

The Minister for Finance’ (Mr. Cosgrave) 
gsid—An intimation has to-day been received 
from the British Government that they hope 
to cive an early decision as regards the pro- 
posed establishment of a branch of the War 
Compensation Court in Dublin in the sense 
cesired by the Government of Saorstat 
Kireann. In expressing regret for delay, the 
British Government state that it is to be 
ascribed to no Jack of good-will on their part, 
but to the practical difficulties, which they 
trust will very shortly be surmounted, in pro- 
viding means for the undertaking of a large 
new field of responsibility by a Court which 
is already heavily burdened with its existing 
putes. 


STATE OF DUBLIN ROADS. 


Mr. John Rooney (Dublin County) asked 
ihe Minister for Local Government whether 
his attention had been called to the condition 
oi the roads in the County of Dublin; whether 
he was aware that nearly all the main roads 
leading through the county, especially on the 

th side, are suited only for motor traffic 
and decidedly dangerous for horse avd other 
animal traffic: whether he was aware that the 
unsuitable condition of the roads had been re- 


sponsible for several serious accidents ; whether 


he was aware that at a very representative 
meeting of farmers and ratepayers, held in 
Sandyford on the 11th inst., the condition of 
the roads was strongly and unanimously con- 
demned and a demand made that a strip six 
feet, wide be specially prepared on either side 
of such roads for horse trafic; and whether 
be was aware that on his way to this very 
meeting one of the principal ratepayers in 
Soith County Dublin met with a serious 
sccident through the fall of his horse; and 
what steps he proposed to take to bring the 
Dublin County Council and the other local 
Councils concerned to a realisation of their 
Buty in the matter of public highways. 

The Minister for Local Government (Mr. 
Blythe) said that he had not received any re- 
presentations in regard to the condition of the 
soads in County Dublin, nor was he aware 
of the unsuitability of these roads for other 
than motor traffic. He had not heard of any 
serious accidents. His attention had, how- 
ever, been drawn to the Press reports of the 
meeting referred to, and he understood that 
the matter was also brought under the notice 
of the Dublin County Council, who indicated 
that they would take the steps necessary to 
remedy the condition of the roads complained 
of. In similar cases, and in cases in which 
accidents had been reported to the Council, 
he learned that everything possible was done 
to prevent a recurrence. 

i on eared that on the roads in questfon 
stiips of from four feet to six feet wide had 
been left untarred, but that, owing to weather 
eonditions, the tar sometimes spread. The 
use of tar on these roads was essential, as 
without it % would be impossible to maintain 
such heavily trafficked roads at a reasonable 
cost, 

lu the circumstances it was not proposed to 
lake amy ection in the matter with the 
Dublin County Council. 


IMPORTED MALT. 


Mr. John Rooney (Dublin County) asked the 
Minister for Industry and Commerce whether 
It, was @ fact that Messrs. Guimness had im- 
ported large quantities of malt into Ireland 
tor the past three months: and. if so, could 
he state the quantity, and what steps he 
would suggest might be taken to protect the 
trish barley-growers. 

The Minister of Industry and Commerce 
(Mr. McGrath) said that it was a fact that 
Messrs. Guinness had imported considerable 
quantities of malt into Ireland during the 
past three months. 
quantities imported by any individual firm 
were not obtainable. The total import cf 
malt into all Ireland during the months of 
October and November. 1922, was 5,032 tons. 
as compared with 4,731 tons in the corre- 
sponding months of 1921. ‘The figures for 
December, 1922, were not vet available. The 
evestion of .pessible steps to protect the in- 
terests of Irish barley-growers was one 
which, no doubt, would be investigated by 
the Agricultural Commission. 


ARMY’S BILLS. 

Mr. James Crowley (Limerick West and 
Kerry) asked the Minister for Defence 
chether he was aware that many Listowel 
traders’ afd tradesmen’s bills of seven, eight 
or nine months’ standing had not been paid 
by the Army authorities, although frequent 
spplications had been made for payment at 
Listowel. Portobello, Limerick and Tralee. 
Would the Minister say why those bills had 
not been paid, and who was at fault? 
Further, whether he would cause immediate 
ipeniries to be made into this matter. 

The Minister for Defence (General Mul.- 
cahy) said that he was not aware that many 
hills were outstanding for the periods stated.

ELECTION DAY A GENERAL 

HOLIDAY. 

lhe Honse went into Committee on the 
electoral Bill. 

fo Olanse’ 44 %n the motion of Mr. 
Desmond Fitzgerald (for Mr. Duggan), a new 
nb-seotion was added, as follows :—” Each 
general election shall be held on one day 
omy, and such day shall be the same through- 
owt the Saorstat, and shall not be later than 
tuirty days after the dissolution of the 
Vireachtas, and shall be proclaimed a holli- 
dav.’ 

Another amendment, standing in the name 
et Mr. Duggan, was moved by Mr. Fitz- 
cerald, wit. :—‘‘(a) The poll, if any, at a 
ceneral election shall commence at 9 o'clock 
n the forenoon, and be kept open till 7 
o'clock im the afternoon, and no longer. 
ib) The poll. if any, at a by-election shall 
commenas at 8 o clock a.m., and be kept open 
till 8 o’clock p.m., and no longer.” 

Professor Magennis suggested that the pol] 
should be kept open til! 9 o’clock in by-elec- 
tions. 

President Cosgrave said that he feared the 
extension of the period for voting by au 
axtra pour in the evening would lead to grave 
irregularities, inasmuch as that the officials 
an! the polling stations would be exhausted 
atter a long day on duty. That would be 
the time when  personation would be 
eitempted. If the poll were kept open till 
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midnight there would be persons who would 
take advantage of it, and would want it to 
be kept open till one o'clock. 

Twelve hours was a long enough time for 
any member of the public to com: and vote. 
The last hour or two of the day was the 
period when those who wished to record 6 
non-bona-fide vote rushed to the polls. 

Mr. Thomas Johnson had an amendment 
on the paper providing that the polling hours 
at every election should be from 9 a.m. to 
í p.m., and that the polling day should be a 
publie holiday. ‘ 

President Cosgrave said that the Govern- 
ment had come to the conclusion that a by- 
election could not be regarded in the same 
light as a general election. There was ro 
good case for making a by-electic. day a 
public holiday. 

Mr. Duggan’s amendment was agreed to, 
and Mr. Johnson withdrew bis amendment. 


' DISQUALIFIED. 

Mr. Cathal OShannon moved the deletion 
from Section 54, Sub-section (2) of Clauses 
(d) (e) and (g). The section disqualifies from 
bemg elected to the Dail members of the 
defence force on full pay, members of any 
police force on full service, and any person 
either temporarily or permanently in the 
Civil Service, unless he is by the terms of 
his employment expressly permitted to be a 
member of the Dail. 

Mr. OShannon proposed the following 
amendment :—‘‘ A person employed either 
temporarily or permanently in the defence 
force or the ‘police force or the Civil Service 
of Saorstát Eireann, if he is by the terms 
of his employment expressly prohibited from 
being a member of the Dail." 

He said that he thought the only permission 
required should be in the ordinary way of 
citizenship, In practically every country 
in Europe, with the exception of Great 
Britain, no attempt was made to keep public 
servants out of the legislature, and ne did 
not see why they should be kept out in Ire- 
land. He urged the Ministry to accept his 
amendment. 

Johnson supported the amendment, 
and quoted particulars of the constitutions of 
old and new States in Europe, showing that 
government officials might be elected to the 
various legislatures, excepting in cases of 
particular restriction. 

The Minister for Local Govérnment said 
that some of Deputy Johnson’s instances 
hardly supported his case. He said chat in 
matters like this they had their own special 
circumstances and difficulties, and knew the 
failings and weaknesses of public officials in 
this country, and had decided as they did. 
Apparently other. countries decided in ways 
to suit themselves. 

It would lead to less friction and trouble 
of the matter were done by legislation rather 
than departmental orders. It was wrong, ard 
quite contrary to the idea of good citizenship 
that at the dictation of a private employer 
private individuals should be abliged to 
pledge themselves to refrain from particular 
acts of citizenship. 

Private employers would do that and one 
could not prevent it, but he thought that it 
was undesirable for the State to take such 
a point of view. Acts permitted to civil 
servants should not be denied by regulations. 
He thought that it was undesirable that a 
eivil servant should be in a position to go out 
and make his case in peblic where some 
matter of departmental administration was 


concerned. 
INTOLERABLE, 


Tt was intolerable that a civil servant, who 
might be a good talker and had some gort 
of talent fer creating public opinion should 
be in a position to go out and take the field 
as a politician and try to get partially-fiormed 
public opinion centred on his department in 
an irregular way. : Public opinion should not 
operate by officials going out and appealing 
to the public. 

It would become almosi impossible to pre- 
vent an employé of a department from rash- 
ing out in detail a departmental business in 
public, and any treatment in the way of sus- 
pension or dismissal that might be dealt 
out to such an official in the ordinary way, 
could not be administered if he had said or 
done something in the pursuit of an electoral 
campaign 

If any official wished to attract the public 
attention to any public matter it was open 
to him to leave the Civil Service, and he 
could leave it immediately. ‘Then he vould 
be free to go forward and take his chance 
at the polls ; but it should not 
be open for a civil servant to 
use an opportunity of going before the elector-

ate on any particular matter as a means of 
aivancement for himself, and be immune from 
any well-deserved disciplinary action, because 
what he had done in the course of an electoral 
campaign might be considered privileged. 

lt would be most corrupt to allow a civil 
servant to retain his position in the Civil 
Service—except he held some position to 
which the ordinary rules did not apply—and 
be at the same time a member of the Dail 
or Senate. Iti would be found that civil ser- 
vants could bring improper pressure to bear by 
undertaking an electoral campaign, and in the 
interests of the Service he could not accept 
the amendment. 

A man could not be allowed to use the Civil 
Service as a jumping-off place to get into 
politics. If he wanted to serve the State in 
a political capacity he must make his.choice. 
He could not be allowed to carry on Civil 
Service functions in such a way as to gain 
such popularity as would bring him votes at 
an election. It was quite impossible ior the 
Government to consider the acceptance of the 
proposed amendment. i 

Mr. Johnson said that they put forward 
the suggestion that civil servants should not 
be stigmatiged as persons unfit to exercise the 
rights of citizenship. It was wrong to give a 
man a right by constitution and then remove 
it by legislation.

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NIGHT ATTACK AT 
DALKEY. 


FIRING AT THE RAILWAY 
STATION. 


A’ good deal of shooting took place on 
Monday night in the neighbourhood of Dalkey 
Railway Station. It began at about 10.50 
‘p.m., when shots were fired at the waiting- 
room on the down platform, which has been 
for some ‘time occupied by a military guard. 
The shots appeared to come from the Ardeevin 
and Cunningham roads, which overlook the 
station. Bullets struck the walls and pillars 
about the waiting-room and the station- 
master’s office. The soldiers dashed out of 
the station, and those who went towards ‘he 
road bridge over the railway line were a 
good mark for the attackers. The front of 


“Glanmire,” on Railway road, shows evi- 
dence of the shots fired at them. The fire 
of the soldiers drove the attackcrs from the 
vicinity of the station, and a Thompson gun, 
with which the attack was opened, was 
silenced. 

While the shooting was hottest the 10.30 
m. train from Westland row arrived at 
Dalkey station. Hearing the banging all 
round them, the passengers lay on the car- 
riage floors, and for some minutes no one 
left the train. The soldiers would not allow 
those who got out to leave the station until 
the danger was past. Some passengers con- 
tinued to lie on the carriage floors, and went 
back with the train. The fiting ceased in 
about twenty minutes.

For the fifth day the Local Government 
inguiry into the administration of Cork Union 
by the Vice-Guardians was continued at the 
Boardroom of the Workhouse yesterday. 

At the outset Mr. Cottrell, solicitor, pro- 
tested against the action of the Board of 
Guardians on the previous day in passing a 
resolntion appreciative of the work of the 
Vice-Guardians, as evidenced by the rate 
estimate passed that day. The Board, he 
said, attempted to interfere with the con- 
clusions of the Commission, and the resolu- 
tion threatened officials who were to be 
brought there as witnesses. 

‘he Chairman said that they would not 
allow themselves to be influenced by the 
resolution. They would get all the iniorma- 
tion they could. 

Dr. Ashley Cummins was cross-examined 
by Mr. Cottrell for Mr. Good, and he 
admitted having on the 25th of March, in 
his own handwriting, sent a request 101 
additional coal. 

To. Mr. Marphy (solicitor for Alderman 
Higgins, one of the Vice-Guardians), he said 
that he was for 40 years connected with the 
institution, and had no complaint to make of 
shortage of dressings. He found the Vice- 
Guardiens approachable, sympathetic, and 
interested in the hospital. He was never in 
any of the wards when it could be described 
as icy cold, and he did not think that any 
of the deaths in his division were due to the 
cold of the wards. He had not any complaint 
to make as to the difficulty of getting warm 
baths. They had plenty of warm water. 

In reply to further questions, Dr. Cummins 
said that he regarded the new scale of 
dietary as euitable for patients in the 
institution. i 


AN 


The doctors were, in addition to 
the scale, permitted to order anything for the 
atients which thev considered necessary, 
The quality of the food supplied was excellent, 
and he only saw milk turn on one occasion 
in two years. He was quite satisfied with the 
management of the hospital under the present 
system. 
‘Answering Mr. Cottrell, solicitor, ‘who 
asked whether in one ward the daily ration 
of eggs in March, 1919, was 529. while in 
October, 1922, it was 70, he said that the 
relation of the number of eggs given depended 
on many circumstances. 

Mr. Cottrell—Are you aware that the eggs 
recommended by Dr. Cummins, Dr. Guisani, 
and other doctors were cut down from 2,834 to 
860 daily? I cannot give you any particulars. 

Answering Mr. Langford, one of the Vice- 
Guardians, Dr. Cummins said that the 
doctors’ complaints were promptly dealt with 
by the Vice-Guardians, and the lighting of 
the wards was a great improvement. If his 
patients suffered he would certainly bring the 
matter out in public. The underground ward, 
known as “Shila,’’ was, he was glad to say, 
now closed for ever. He had seen patients 
wading in water in it. 

ae & O’Connor, Visiting Doctor since 
1900, approved of the change in the dictary. 
He said that he found the Vice-Guardians of 
great assistance. He was not satisfied that 
there was a general shortage of coal, and he 
had only one verbal complaint for Sister 
Julianne. and the Matron, on inquiring into 
it, found that in some of the wards there 
was a surplus of coal.

income wouid ‘cover many times ove 
expenditure on the schemes of State 
reproductive investment. He 
beneatirrvall this progress which he outfined 
was a great new factor which had come into 
Irish life during the previous 20 years, and 
was still in operation—the transforma 
tion of the land system, security of 
tenure and a sense of ownership to the 
ivator—the most solid of all bases on which 
to build an .agricuitural policy. 

Without that factor, said Mr. Gill, 
progress could have been made. 

It should be realised, said Mr. Gill. that a 
machinery for thinking out and applying a 
national policy to agriculture was an li 
pensable preliminary—the first of 
essentials. Such a machinery did not exist in 
Ireland 25 years ago. Much public attentjon 
had been given to the land from the point 
of view of tenure, but practically none from 
the pomt of view of agriculture. 

The demand for Departments of Agriculture 
had come forward in modern times as a matter 
of urgent and imperious need. The economic 
revolution which, through the development of 
transit and communications, had created the 
** world-market,’’ bringing the products of all 
countries into fierce and ceaseless competition, 
struck agriculture more severely than other 
industries, because it was without organised 


leadership. 
EXPERTS IN ALL BRANCHES, 


Now, after 22 years functioning of a State 
Department of Agriculture, which had had to 
start from zero, they had experts in every 
branch of the agricultural industry spread 
throughout the country, living amongst the 
farmers, in daily contact with them, con- 
ducting experiments and researches. No such 
thing as this corps of experts had been in 
being or in action before,1900. . Trained 
thought and leadership had thus been made 
available for Lrish agriculture. 

Mr. Gill dealt at some length with the 
origin of the Department, and emphasised 
that the .whole project was an Irish one, 
“*the work entirely of a body of Irishmen 
representing all parties and all sections of the 
country, in North and South. 

He outlined some representative features of 
the organisation, and stressed the fact that 
the Council of Agriculture had wielded a 
unifying influence in the country. The best 
testimony to the work of the Department was 
the number of Irishmen whom they had 
trained. 

“We have now, he added, “an instructed 
and competent agriculiural opinion in Ireland 
capable of understanding, testing, and apply- 
ing a national agricultural policy.” il 
were asked what I would like to cite most in 
support of the policy hitherto pursued, I 
would answer: it is not the direct material 
results, some eXamples of which I have quoted ; 
it is the young Irishmen it has formed—it is 
specimens of these I would like to ‘ put in’ as 
exhibits.”” 

Continuing, Mr. Gil! referred to the com- 
mercial aspects of agriculture. The question 
was afiected at the moment by conditions 
which might be transitory, or which might 
assume a permanent or more grievous char- 
acter as events turned out. It was affected 
by existing prices and costs of production, 
and by such incidents as the admission of 
Canadian stores. 


CANADIAN STORES. 


Of these factors he would refer first.to the 
Canadian catile question. The point of view 
he wished to mention now was simply. this: 
Was the admission of Canadian stores, stand- 
ing by itself, a reason for “changing their 

icy as regarded a live cattle trade? He 
bad no hesitation in giving them his opinion 
that. standing by itseli—they would ani 
the qualification—it was not as yet, at any 
rate, a reasop for changing that policy. 

If lreland could keep up her pure-bred 
herds, and thus keep up the quality of her 
cattle, she should have nothing to fear from 
Canadian competition. It was the shake to 
the confidence of their breeders, the appre- 
hension and possible discouragement inspired 
by the removal of a security which 
constituted the real danger from the 
Canadian incident. But their breeders 
need not lose confidence; it should be a con- 
siderable time before more than a smal] pro- 
portion of Canada’s uncertain supply were 
fit to meet the Irish stores. At any moment 
even ‘that proportion, as well as the rest, 
might go-to the United States, instead of to. 
Great Britain. 

At present. the Canadians were building 
high hopes on the American tariff coming off,. 
and ‘the measure they had just managed to 
et through at: Westminster should help them 
in their negotiations, 


For -theep reasons, he did got thigh the 
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no such 


Canadian menace by itself was sufficient cause 
for changing their present policy. 

Of course, the commercial aspect of policy 
was liable to be conditioned by factors much 
more important than Canadian stores. If any- 
thing were to happen in the European situa- 
tion which would reduce still further the 
purchasing power of the British market, and, 
consequentially, that. of any other markets 
which might be open to them, and whose 
possibilities are not yet very manifest, the 
problem would be greatly altered. 

Another factor to be taken into account 
was the appearance of new competitors with 
Ireland in lines other than her cattle industry. 
The Argentine was now sending dairy produce 
to the British market. So was aCnada, and, 
still more, so was Australia and New Zealand. 
Seuth Africa meant to become another com- 
petitor, 

Ireland's relation to the British market had 
hitherto been a dominant factor in their 
policy, and it was essential to realise yhat it 
meant when policy was being reviewed. Two 
main facts affect the question—their geo- 
graphical neighbourhood and the fact that 
Great Britain was the largest importing 
country. These combined had made it up to 
the present the premier outlet for Irish pro- 
ducts, and one in which Ireland had a natural 
advantage over other competitors, and in 
which she had secured an exceptional position. 

As a matter of fact, Ireland had now for 
some years reached the point of being, next 
after the United States, the principal food 
supplier to the markets of Great Britain. - 

The -best alternative market for Ireland’s 
agricultural produce that he saw in the future 
was her own home market, when she had de- 
veloped industries.and created an industrial 
population, besides a reinforced and increased 
agricultural population, putting more labour 
inio, and getting more food out of, the land. 

EXTENSION OF TILLAGE. 

It was the opinion of the Department, con- 
tinued Mr. Gill, that the extension of tillage 
Was in the Most vital sense to the national 
advantage. Land under tillage yielded twice 
as much national wealth as land under graz- 
ing. And this’ would not involve the break- 


| ing up of the permanent pastures, or tend 


io “Stecreass, but rather increase, the quality 
of livestock carried on the land. And tillage 
means more employment, for everybody, . 

The extension of small holdings, he added, 
in this connection was a policy of the greatest 
wisdom. It would have the effect of extend- 
ing the population and placing them in con- 
ditions encouraging to strenuous industry, and 
while increasing the materia] wealth of the 
nation they would establish their own welfare 
and happiness on a sure basis. He did not 
advocate making Ireland exclusively a country 
of small holdings. Every large farmer and 
country gentleman willing to use his land in 
an enlightened way should be encouraged to 
do ao. 

Assuming that a policy to facilitate small 
holdings was decided on, there were four 
points which experience suggested :—(1) To 
guard against handing holdings over to people 
who will only waste them. in other words, 
to provide an effective principle of selection. 
(2) To open a sound way to competent and 
thrifty labourers to get a start as occupiers. 
(3) The provision of the system for enabling 
new holders to Make the best use of the land. 
(4) As to ranches and eleven months’ grazing. 

TWO CASTES. 

Regarding the second point, Mr. Gill said 
that there was a flaw in the system at present 
which vitiated the relations between farmer 
and labourer. Each was shut-up in a caste, 
the farmer locked up in one and the labourer 
locked out in one. The labourer who worked 
the land could never get a bit of land, and 
could never become a farmer, and the farmer 
classes could never be refreshed by new blood. 
The ‘caste system was mecompatible with a 
healihy, free society. 

As to the eleven months’ system, Mr. Guill 
said it had been greatly abused in Ireland, 
but the system was not whglly an abuse, and 
in a country where it was so difficult for 
people to get the use of land who were with- 
out capital, or did not inherit it, he would 
be slow to shut any open door to them. ‘The 
eleven months’ system seeMed to him rather 
the symptom of a defeat than a defect itself, 
and he anticipated that it would be reduced 
to innocnous proportions if other parts of the 
agricultural system were put right. 6: 

Speaking of compulsory tillage, Mr. Gill 
said that the real way to get tillage extended 
on existing holdings was by inereasing the 
intelligence and skill of the farmers through 
acricultural education, so that they can make 
tillage a success, and can understand that in 
advancing the interests of the country as 4 
whole they are in the long run most surely 
advancing their own interests 

The Department, Mr. Gill said, started 
with the idea that its educational work would 
be most important, and experience confirmed 
this. He enumerated the various institu- 
tions which now worked in connection with 
the Department. This work was only at its 
beginning, and he hoped to see it extended 
and intensified. 

Dealing with the College of Science, Mr. 
Gill said that since it had been taken over, 
in equipmeft, staff, and the work done, it 
had proved itself second to no similar in- 
stitution in Great Britain. The universities 
in Ireland would be much better placed for 
agricultural research by joining in tHe co- 
ordinated system of the Department, 


EXAMPLE TO THE WORLD. 


The Royal Commission appointed by the 
Federal Government of Canada when it re- 
turned, having visited the United States, 
Europe and Ireland, and drew up its report, 
it was the Irish method of training experts, 
etc., which it, recommended: to- its -Govern- 


ent. 

Mr.. Gill advocated winter agricultural 
schools as the instrument through which the 
vast mass of the young working farmers were 
to be reached. These and the Danish High 
Schools had proved a great success in Den- 
mark, and every Danish statesman or educa- 
tionists, leader of agriculture. or industry 
he had talked to-had. not failed to place the 
influence of these schools as the chief element 
in the country’s remarkable progress. 

In conclusion, Mr. Gill pointed out that 
the organisation oí the Department, was not 
a hastily conceived work from an alien atmos- 
phere. It would. have to undergo develop- 
ments and adaptations to new conditions. He 
confidently hoped and believed these would 
be constructive developments, and whether 
they looked to agricultural- progress or edu- 
cational progress they had -a good asset in the 
organisation for the purpose; it was the work 
of many minds, and it was worth husband- 


ng.

The story does not come as a surprise, for 
if was known that the Duke was deeply in 
love with the most charming Scottish girl, 
who has at last accepted him. . 


AN EARLY WEDDING. 

This is a very different kind of wooing from 
the old-tame Royal engagement. Frequently 
the bride and bridegroom were almost un- 
known to each other. and the whole business 
of courtship and Marriage was conducted on 
the mest formal lines, any real sentiment 
being absent. 

Lady Elizabeth has certainly not been 
courted in any manner save that dictated by 
affection, and this means much for the heppi- 
ness of the young couple. 

Nothing has been settled ag to the date 
of the Royal wedding, but it is not likely to 
be long a-doing. The Earl. of Strathmore is 
seid to have expressed the upinion that the 
Quéen was in favour of a quick wedding. May 
is > of as a possible month, but, in all 
probability, much depends upon the arrange- 
ments which must be Made for housing the 
Duke and his bride. 

LOOKING FOR A HOME, 


The Duke at present has no home of his 
own, and lives with the King and Queen at 
Buckingham Palace, or with the Prince of 
Wales at York House, just as occasion serves. 

On his marriage he will have £25,000 a 
year, so that he will be able to have a country 
“eqn and a town honse, though neither must 

very. large or costly to maintain. 

Probably one of the Crown residences in 
London will be found available for the Duke, 
though they are at present all occupied. 

The bride of the Duke of York on her 
marriage will become a Royal Highness, ac- 
cording to the regulations of the Honse of 
Windsor, but, should there be any offspring of 
the marriage, the children will rank simply 
as the children of a Peer. 

Should the Duke of York have a son to 
succeed him, he will be a commoner until his 
father’s death, bearing one of the Duke's 
titles as a courtesy title, while any children 
will be Lord or Lady Windsor. 

Only in the case of the Duke’s marrying 2 
Royal Princess would the children be styled 
Highness, and not Royal Highness even then. 
The style Royal Highness will apply to the 
children of the Prince of Wales alone. 


LADY ELIZABETH AT THE PALACE. 

The Duke of York spent the week-end at 
St. Paul’s, Waldenbury, Hertfordshire, as the 
guest of the Far! and the Countess of Strath- 
more, aud his formal engagement to Lady 
Elizabeth Bowes-Lyon was announced to the 
small house party on Sunday night. The 
couple first met at a ball some three or four 
years ago. 

His Royal Highness left Sandringham for 
London yesterday, and arrived at Buckingham 
Palace early in the afternoon. One of his 
visits was to his betrothed, who returned with 
him to the Palace. Both looked supremely 
happy and-smilingly bowed their acknowledg- 
ments of the greetings of the small throng 
which assembled near the Palace gates. 

The Duke of York’s next public engagement 
is at a dinner of the Industrial Welfare Society 
in London to-morrow. On Saturday he will 
return to Sandringham, when the general ar- 
rangements for the wedding will be discussed.

Mr. Collins, who is an Irishman and the 
Liberal M.P. for Walsall, said that bills were 
to be brought into Parliament to disfranchise 
the showmen, and they must fight any such 
measure to the bitter end.

ROYAL LOVE {LIFFEY WATER-POWER 


PROPOSED DUBLIN 
SCHEME, 


SWISS ENGINEER'S REPOR'( 


me A 


At the request of the Electrical Commities 
of the Dublin Corporation, a Swiss engineer, 
Herr Buchi, was engaged last summer to 1D 
vestigate the water-power of the River Liffey, 
and to report to them on the possibilities of 
utilising it for electrical and other purposes 
in the city. 

Herr Buchi has now forwarded his report. 
It appears that the energy consumption 15 
Dublin is exceedingly moderate at present. 
Including the energy used for tramway pure 
poses, the consumption in 1921 was only 
81 units per inhabitant, For the same period, 
the energy consumption in Zurich (Switzer- 
land) was 620 units per inhabitant, namely, 
7), times as large as in Dublin, The increase 
foreshadowed for Dublin is comparatively 
moderate. 

It is contended that the power of the Liffey 
would be very suitable for supplying the 
requirements of the City of Dublin. In tha 
opinion of Herr Buchi, the Tramways Com. 
pany could. with “advantage, take then 
supply from the Liffey, and will eventually do 
SO. It is clear that the Liffey water-powe: 
would be cheaper than the present steanr 
power, and that, therefore, it would pay to 
develop the Liffey water-power at once. The 
City of Dublin seems to him to be very favour- 
ably situated for development werk. Although, 
however, energy consumption is &o small 
to-day, it is likely that with the return of 
normal conditions there may be a very sul. 
stantial development of industry and a cor- 
responding demand for power. 

e two water-power works at Ballymore- 
Enstace and Leixlip will, together, produce 
44, million units, delivered in Dublin. So 
long as the energy requirements of Dublin 
remain smaller than this output. it will be 
possible to supply the demand without using 
the steam stations, except as a reserve, or for 
unexpected emergencies. 

A STORAGE RESERVOIR, 

Herr Buchi proposes that a storage reser 
voir should be iormed above Poulaphouca, by 
constructing a masonry dam 100 feet high 
(maximum) across the gorge. The area would 
be 4.7 square miles. It is proposed to build 
above Ballymore-Eustace a power station with 
a working capacity of 12,000 k.w., and am 
annual output capacity of 28,600,000 nits 
at station. He suggests that a smal! 
storage reservoir should be made above 
Leixlip by constructing a dam across the 
narrow river valley. Also that a power 
station should be built at Leixlip, wah « 
working capacity of 7,200 k.w., and an annnal 
output capacity of 17,500,000 units at tha 
station. 

Other proposals are that the two existing 
steam stations should be used for weak and 
emergency loads, and that two overhead trans 
mission lines, working at 50,000 volts, should 
be run from Ballymore Eustace to a trans- 
former house at Dolphin’s Barn—one line to 
run direct along the Blessington road, and 
the other to make a detour vie Leixlip, 

The capital cost of the total works is est?- 
mated at. £1,130,000, in the following propor- 
tions :—Ballymore works (with reservoir), 
£740,000; Leixlip work (with reservoir), 
£270,000, and the transmission line, £120,000. 

The cost per unit delivered from trans 
formers “at Dolphin’s Barn fincludime capita! 
and running charges}, when the scheme 
being fully utilised, is estimated at :—-Water 
power alone (41,500,000 units), 0.57d. per 
unit; water power plus steam for peak nid 
(51,000,000 units), 0.74d. per unit.
